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SCHOOL REPORT 


REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sebec, I hereby submit 
my report as a Public Health Nurse for the period 
January 1, 1928, to January 1, 1929: 


he nursing service has been carried on for the past ~ 
year by Mrs. Helen Hutchins, Rk. N., and myself. Mrs. 
Hutchins resigned in October, her resignation taking 
eflect November ist, at which time 1 took over the 
work ot the county nursing service. 

it 18 practically impossible to measure the value of a 
health service in dollars and cents or by cold statistics, 
but these figures will give the citizens of Sebec some 
idea or What their public heaith nurse does. 

Observation aiso has shown us that where there is 
heaith teaching in the school and community and reg- 
ular inspection Of puplis, there 1s less chance for epl- 
dgemics of disease to start with consequent loss of 
school money each year. 

‘his service 1s supported by the sale of Christmas 
Heaith Seals, which practically amounts to about. 
enough to run the work in the county tor about six 
weeks. ‘I'he rest of the budget is made up trom appro- 
priations trom the towns and such giits as interested 
peopie make, plus a smail amount which sometimes 
comes in where the nurse is paid as she makes a call 


on a sick patient. 
in going over the records of Sebec, I find the follow- 


ing statistics which may be of interest:

In August, 1928, Mrs. Hutchins gave a demonstra- 
tion of First Aid at a meeting of the Farm Bureau. 


There are not on the records any note of tubercular 
cases in Sebec at the present time, but the nurse would 
be glad to receive notification of any suspected cases of 
this disease or any other condition in which her assist- 
ance can be of value. While a public health nurse is. 
not essentially a social welfare worker, this part of a 
community prcblem cannot be disassociated from pub- 
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lic health service and many times the nurse can serve 
as a liason officer between a family and a social agency. 
The nurse solicits the co-operation of the citizens in 
helping to make Piscataquis County the Healthiest 
County in Maine. 

In closing, the nurse and her committee wish to ex- 
tend to all interested citizens their grateful apprecia- 
tion to them fcr the loyal support which has made this 
work possible.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Committee and Citizens of Sebec: 


I herewith submit my annual report of the condition 
and progress of your schools. 

The spring term closed with the graduation exercises © 
held at the Community Church, Sebec Village, Wednes- 
day evening, June 13. Eighth grade diplomas were 
presented to the following: Edwin Ames, Clyde 
- Hughes, Lloyd Clement, Virgie Higgins, Eleanor Ladd, 
Kenneth Ladd, Merle Libby, George Moore, Delora Par- 
sons, Daisy Porter, Gordon Stone, and Beatrice Whitte- 
more. All of these entered some secondary school this 
last fall. : 

The fall term opened with only one change in 
teachers. Miss Warena Christie wished to continue 
her nermal training and Mrs. Ina Towne was secured 
to take her place at the Harriman School. Miss Doris 
Dexter returned to the Village School; Miss Elisle Fitz- 
simmons, to the Corner; and Mrs. Pauline Davis, to the 
Station. All of these teachers attended the County 
Convention at Dover-Foxcroft, and Mrs. Davis, Miss 
Dexter, and Miss Fitzsimmons attended the Maine 
Teachers’ Association meeting in Bangor. 

The usual teachers’ meeting was held in the fall for 
the purpose cf outlining the year’s work. This. meet- 
ing has been followed up by personal conferences and 
also by circular letters from the office. | 

The reading program begun last year has been con- 
tinued with good results. 3 

During the past year we have had more thant the 
usual amount of service in the schools from the County 
Nurse. Careful examinations of each child were made 
early in the fall and notices sent to the parents when 
necessary. The results of the examination were grati- 
fying on the whole. .Few serious defects were re- 
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ported. The largest number had to do with defective 
teeth. Attention to these defects by the parents is an 
excellent investment in the health and happiness of 
their children. During the winter when visits by the 
Nurse were impracticable, interesting and helpful let- 
ters to the childen have been Se out monthly by the 
Nurse. 

There have been no large repairs this year. The 
woodsheds at the Corner and Harriman have been 
shingled and numerous minor repairs attended to. 
There has been an important readjustment of the fire 


Insurance carried on the school buildings and increased 


amounts have been placed upon the occupied buildings. 
The insurance upon the Downs and Livermore school- 
houses has been canceled as it was not collectible any- 
way, as the buildings are not now in use for school pur- 
poses. The amount on the Corner schoolhouse was in- 


creased from $400 to $700; on the Harriman, from 


$400 to $600; on the Village, from $900 to $1,200. 
$300 was placed on the Station school building. While 
these amounts are not large, yet they do represent 
fairly substantial increases and may be sufficient. 

The recommendations for appropriations have been 
placed at the end of the financial report this year. It 
will not be necessary to raise as much for Common 
Schools this year by $200. There should be an in- 
crease in the amount for High School Tuition. The 
other accounts remain the same as last year. This 
makes a net total to be raised of $100 less than last 
year. | 

I am glad to be able to report excellent co-operation 
on the part of pupils, parents and teachers and each 
member of the School Committee.
